On the 30th August, 1967, while patrolling in the Mizo 
Hills area with 29 Constables, Shri Naresh Chandra Bhatta- 
charjee received information that a party of armed hostiles 
was likely to enter Indian territory from Pakistan. Accord- 
ingly, an ambush was laid at Thungchara on 6th September, 
1967’. At about 1730 hours, 2 hostiles along with a porter 


crossed the river and entered Indian territory leaving behind 
a parly of about 10 aimed hostiles to cover their advance 
from the other side of the river in Pakistan territory. The 
leading hostiles came to know of the presence of Indian Police 
party and opened fire on them narrowly missing Shri Bhatta- 
charjcc. With commendablo initiative, he immediately re- 
adjusted the ambush and himself advanced to a vantage point 
from where at great risk to his own life ho killed one hostile 
and the porter. He also injured the second hostile who died 
while crossing the river back to Pakistan. In the meantime 
the hostiles opened fire from the Pakistan side of the rivwr 
to remove the dead bodies and their arms, Shri Bhattacharjce 
again organised his party and repulsed the hostiles who then 
retreated into Pakistan territory. Some arms and ammuni- 
tion were recovered. 

In this action, Shri Naresh Chandra Bhattacharjce displayed 
exceptional courage and gallantry in liquidating the leading 
hostiles.

Though the Patrol party was fatigued after the 
long patrol, they immediately set out to intercept the hostilcs 
and did sq by covering a distance of about 7 miles in just 
an hour. The hostiles opened heavy fire on the Border 
Security Force patrol. Shri Upadhya ordered one Section 
of his Company to engage the hostiles while he himself took 
the rest of the men to launch an attack from a dominating 
feature on the flank. 'Ihe exchange of fire continued for 
over forty-five minutes by which time it was getting dark. 
Shri Upadhya, seeing that the hostiles might escape under the 
cover of darkness, immediately launched an assault on them 
without waiting for the covering Section to join him.

Mo. 16-1/6 9-C.A.ll. — Development of horticulture as an 
industry in India has assumed great importance. Fruits and 
vegetables are important as subsidiary foods and occupy a 
foremost place in human nutrition by providing essential pro- 
tective foods. Some of these crops have very good poten- 
tialities for export. Horticulture development projects have 
been undertaken, by the Central and State Governments com- 
mencing with the Second Five-Year Plan. Private enterprise 
has made notable contribution, particularly, in processing.

and fraternity. 

To give effect to the above recommendation, the Govern- 
ment of India has decided to sot up a Committee of Educa- 
tionists and I.eaders of Youth and Student Organizations with 
the following objectives : 

ti) to examine syllabi, curricula and textbooks with a 
view to emphasising values that would promote 
unity and mutual tolerance and excluding material 
that tends to promote ill-will or hatred between 
groups and communities on any grounds whatso- 
ever; and 

(ii) to recommend measures for eliminating from the 
organizations of students and teachers any narrow 
or communal feelings and to imbue them with a 
sense of national purpose and fraternal feelings. 

Composition 

The Committee of Educationists and Leaders of Youth and 
Student Organizations will be composed of : 

(1) Chairman 

Minister of Education and Youth Services — Ex-officio. 

(2) Members 

40 members comprising educationists, youth and student 
leaders to be nominated by the Government, of India. 

(3 ) Member-Secretary 

Joint Secretary in charge of the work of National Inte- 
gration in the Ministry of Education and Youth Ser- 
vices — Ex-officio. 

Tenure 

The tenure of the members of the Committee shall be 3 
years from the date of appointment provided that — 

(i) The ex-officio members of the Committee shall con- 
tinue as members so long as they hold office by 
virtue of which they arc members of the Committee, 

(ii) The nominated members shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the nominating authority, and 

(iii) If a vacancy arises on the Committee due to resigna- 
tion, death etc. of a member, the member appointed 
in that vacancy shall hold office for the residue of 
the tenure of 3 years. 

Meetings 

The Committee of Educationists and Leaders of Youth 
and Student Organizations shall meet not loss than once a 
year. Meetings may, however, be convened by the Chairman 
at any time as may be deemed necessary. 

Functions 

The functions of the Committee shall be 

(1) to formulaic and develop suitable programmes on 
the basis of the objectives setforth before it, 

(2) to advise the Union Ministry of Education and 
Youth Services on steps to be taken to implement 
(1) above.

SUBJECT ; Setting up of a Committee of Writers to act as a 
spearhead for a mass movement in the cause of 
national integration. 

No. F. 1.I-13/69-/L II(NIC ). — The Standing Committee of 
tile National Integration Council at its meeting held in Octo- 
ber, 1968 recommended the setting up of a number of com- 
mittees composed of members drawn from various fields of 
national life at act as spearheads for a mass movement in the 
cause of national integration. The main purpose of these 
committees would be (a) to consider with a sense of urgency, 
and in some detail, the contributions which specialized, groups 
could make towards promotion of national integration and, 
in particular, prevention of communal and regional tensions; 
and (b) to creale an awareness at the different levels and 
sectors of national life of the programmes and recommenda- 
tions of the Council and of the paramount need for solidarity 
and fraternity. 

To give effect to the above recommendation, the Govern- 
ment of India have decided to set up a Committee of Writers 
with the following objectives : — - 

(i) Determination of strategy and the means by which 
the objective of national integration can be 
promoted; 

(ii) Creation amongst opinion makers and members of 
the public an awareness of 

(a) the value of nationhood. 

(b) the need for recognising elemenLs of unity in 
diversity, 

(c) the country’s heritage of harmony and its rich 
and ennobling cultural traditions, and 

(d) the contribution of its great leaders and artists, 
writers, etc. of the past and the present which 
are marked by spiritual, humanistic or nationa- 
list feeling transcending religious and other 
differences. 

(iii) Selection of suitable cultural, literary and other 
avenues through which tho message of unity, inte- 
gration, tolerance and harmony can be put across 
and people’s minds can be wearied away from ill- 
will, distrust, and divisive tendencies generally. 

Composition 

The Committee of Writers- will be composed of : — 

( 1 ) Chdirman 

Minister of Education & Youth Services — Ex-officio. 

(2) Members 

Eighteen eminent writers to be nominated by the 
Government of India. 

(3) Member-Secretary 

Joint Secretary in charge of the work of National Inte- 
gration in the Ministry of Education & Youth 
Services. — -Ex-officio, 

Tenure 

The tenure of the members of the Committee shall be three 
years from the date of appointment provided that 

(i) the ex-officio members of the Committee shall con- 
tinue as members so long as they hold the office by 
virtue of which they arc members of the Committee, 

(ii) the nominated members shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the nominating authority, and 

(iii) if a vacancy arises on] the Committee due to resigna-

Subject : Setline up of a Central Board-Tarraqi-e-Urdn 
Board for production of University standard books 
in Urdu, 

No. F. 6-41/6 9-IL-H. — To consider the production of 
University standard books in Urdu under the Centrally 
Sponsored Scheme of Production of Literature in Regional 
Languages, a Conference of Education Ministers of concern- 
ed States and Vice Chancellors and Heads of Urdu Depart- 
ments of concerned Universities and other invitees was held 
on 23rd April, 1969 under the Chairmanship of Dr. V. K. 
R. V, Rao, Union Minister of Education and Youth Services. 

2. In view of the fact that Urdu is an Inter-State language 
and it is one of the important languages of India widely 
spoken by a cross section of the Indian, community irrespec- 
tive of the faith and creed they may profess, the Conference 
stressed the point that efforts should be made to make avail- 
able modem thought in Urdu literature and that the produc- 
tion of books in Urdu should not be linked up with the ques- 
tion of making Urdu the medium of instruction at the Uni- 
versity level. The Conference decided that with the assis- 
tance of the academic institutions and universities situated all 
over the country, it would be better if the responsibility for 
production of Urdu literature be taken up at the Central 
level because no single State Government could be entrusted 
with this work. 

3. To implement this decision, the Conference recommend- 
ed to the Government of India to set up a Central Board to 
be called Tarraqi-e-Urdu Board’ for production of University 
standard books in Urdu. 

4. To give effect to th e recommendations of the Confe- 
rence, the Government of India has decided to set up 
Tarraqi-c-Urdu Board (Central Board for production of 
LIniversity standard books in Urdu) with the following 
objective :■ — 


Objective 


No economic or social progress is possible unless and until 
knowledge in the modern sense of the term is available to 
the people in the languages they speak at home. Thus it 
will be an important objective of the Board to make available 
knowledge of scientific and technological matters and know- 
ledge of ideas evolved in the modern context in the Urdu 
language for tho Urdu knowing people. A fairly substantial 
amount of effort should, therefore, be directed towards the 
enrichment of the whole field of knowledge in Urdu with 
emphasis on science, technology and modernity and not 
merely on humanistic literature. 


Composition 

The Tarraqi-c-Urdu Board (Central Board for production 
of University standard books in Urdu) will consist of : 

(1) Chairman 

Minister of Education & Youth Services — Ex-Officio. 

(2) Vice-Chairman 

To be nominated by the Government of India.

9 Non-Official Members (to be nominated by the 
Government of Tndia). 

(10) Chairman, University Grants Commission — Ex-
